When the circuit court sf stem 
was organized in Kentucky, the 
court consisted of a lawyer, who 
was the presiding judge of the 
court, and two associated judges, 
who were not necessarily law- 
yers. CoLi Casey was made one 
of tho aieodate judges of the 
eircoit eoort for Adair eonnty. 
Thofin^ encmteoort for Adair 
eoaoty.waahold ontho 7th day 
of Fobmaiy, 1808, by Robert 
Haskins and Wm. G. Bryant, 
the two assistant judges of the 
circuit court. On September 
5th, 1803, Allen M. Wakefield, 
an attorney of Greensburg, Ky.. 
filed a certificate showing that 
he, as a circuit judge, had been 
assigned for duty to the circuit 
composed of the courts held lor 
CcoMi, Adair, Cumborhuid and 
Barren, and thereafter, wae, for 
aovoral yeaia, tho pf<iHridb« judge 
of tho Adair efawuit court. On 
FibtwuT4lii. 1806, CoL William 
Casey was made an assistant 
judge of the Adair circuit court, 
and, on April 1 st, 1 805, Robert 
Todd became the other assistant 
judge. Casey and Todd, respec- 
tively, held their offices until the 
office of assistant judge of the 
circuit courts was abolished, 
aboat the year, 1815. Neither 
Caaoy nor Todd wore lawyers, 
■■dif oithorof them had over 
itciivod te any extant a kgal 
od n eation, it knot now romom- 
bered. Daring the years in 
which Casey held the office of 
assistant judge of the circuit 
court, there were, frequently,

The United States Geological Surrey 
announces from Washtngtoi. the prob- 
abttlty of anikher gute'ral eoal sbort- 

age next fall and winter. The an- 
nouncement is based, the Survey 
srtatet, upon a. natkHt-wIde study of 
conditions in tlie bituminous field. 
Unless steps are taken at once, the 
Survey says, to place the mines upon 
a basis of lncreit«t^<l production there 
is every prospect of a repetition to 
some degree of the situation that pre- 
vailed in the United States daring the 
winter of 1917-18. 

The only way production can be stim- 
ulated at the present time, It is said, is 
by placing orders with the mines for 
coal which will be lu i led later on. 
"Production during the tirst five months 
of the year," reads the statement, "fell 
57,21)2,000 net tons, or approxiniaioly 
25% below production during the first 
Are months of 1918. Mines are produc- 
ing coal now at the rate of from S.'VK),- 
000 to 8,500,000 tons a week. An aver- 
age output i>f 10,^00.000 tons a weel: 
iiuist be maint.Tined from June 1 to 
.January 1 next If tlie country's esti- 
mated needs of 509,000,000 tons tliis 
year are to be met." 

Evil qf Okayed Orders. 

At DO . time during this yeanlias the 
rnto of production approached the rc- 
<iuired tonnage. The tendency on the 
pan of buyers to hold off placing their 
orders is limiting production, as the 
mines cannot store coal at the point of 
firoduction, and when the rash of 



orders rcr ttie winter's needs comes 
next fall there is grave danger tliat 
the mines, wlA depleted tator fsrees 
and the probability o^ I(>s.-i ailequate 
transportation, will be unable to meet 
the deniands. The remit of saeh a Kit- 
nation would be an insufru iciit «npi>1,v 
for the ret|uireuients of domestic con- 
sumers, paMie atilities aad taidiistrial 
users eenerully. 

•'It ia believed that requirements for 
this year,"^ reads a Survey itatement 
to Fuel Administrator Garfield, "wih 
be about .j30.000,0(X) tons of bituminous 
coal, of which approximately .''.0.000,000 
tons have t>een used from stoclcs aceo- 
mnlated last year, leaving 500,000.000 
tons to be produced. Of this .j00.f>(X>,- 
iMtO tons lTS.00<t.()(M» tons were produc- 
ed duriii<; the tlr.st five months, leaving 
322,000,000 tons to be produced In the 
reinaininiR SO wedn. or an average of 
10.700,000 tons a week. 

"Thus far this year production has 
been at the rate of 8,200.000 tons a 
week. In 1918 production was at the 
rate of 11,300,000 t«ns a week. 

"This production will be dilBcult of ac- 
complishment The capacity of operat- 
ing mines at the pr( scut time with labor 
n )w on the payroll is about 10% lower 
than it was last year. Tills deficiency 
may be made up in part or whoUj if 
the mines have orders sufflHent to run 
them five or six d;iys a week unless the 
threatened exodus of foreign-bom labor 
occurs. 

May Be Car Shortage. 

"Present wage agreements between 
operators and miiuTs exjiire with 
the proclamation of peace by the Pres- 
ident A su^penslOB of mining oper- 
ations while a new wage a g ree sa snt is 
being negotiated would, of course, seri- 
ously intt rfore with the production of 
coal and if it should occur daring the 
fall would cause a panic asSflSg borers 
and cou«umers of coaL" 

Xhera is no use In gambling upon 
fh'.» or any other contingency, fuel ad- 
ministration oilicials say. The firm or 
individual who wants to be sure uf au 
tidiHiuate coal ^upply next winter can 
be certain by buying coal maw. Thore 
fs no other way such assurance 
can be obtained. Transportation also 
j)romises to be a liinltinf; factor if thf 
flood tide of demand comes at a time 
when the country's record crops are 
being carried. In some districts it 
would appear certain' that, notwith- 
.s^andlng the utmost endeavors of the 
Raihyoad Administration and the util- 
ization of its experience last fall, car 
shortage will be a cause limiting bitu- 
minous coal production, and for that 
reason it is orobleioaticai wbotbor tba

Shortage of labor already la n 
tor that Is cutting down the ontvot la 

some coal producing sections, accord- 
ing to the Survey's report. The opera- 
tors report that from TtCOOO to 40^000 
foreign-bom miners expect to reCan ts 
Europe as soon as they can gaC faas- 
ports sad that maay bava alraaiy re- 
turned. If continued this movement 
will be capable of producing but ont 
re.sult — a redui tion i«f the amount of 
coal mined in- districts where the mine 
labor Is largely foreign-bom, aad tksra 
are many such districts.
